AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO  A  COLLEGE   PRESF- 
DENT. 

THE    CHAPEI.    SERVICE. 

My  Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  the  13th  inst.  received. 
As  to  your  inquiry  concerning  chapel  services,  I  would, 
reply  as  follows: 

I.  Things  to  be  Avoided. 

1.  The  faculty  should  avoid  treating  the  chapef 
service  as  a  bugbear.  It  should  stand,  not  as  a  neces- 
sary evil,  but  as  a  real  part  of  college  work  and  a 
desirable  means  of  spiritual  culture;  as  valuable  as 
any  service,  recitation  or  lecture  of  the  institution. 
If  the  faculty  slights  it,  the  students  will,  of  course. 

2.  Avoid  putting  the  ser\^ice  in  charge  of  a  man 
who  has  no  ambition  or  aptness  for  spiritual  aims. 
This  would  be  like  putting  a  man  in  the  chair  of 
chemistry  who  has  no  ambition  or  aptness  for  the 
subject. 

3.  Avoid  extemporaneous  services.  Most  chapels 
are  killed  by  lack  of  preparation  in  leaders.  These 
services  should  be  prepared  for  as  a  professor  prepares 
for  his  class.  A  professor  who  will  not  study  lacks 
power,   so  with  chapel  leaders.     Hymns,   chants,   les- 
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sons,  prayers,  talks,  should  all  be  thought  out  before- 
hand. 

4.  Avoid  being  too  religious.  Do  not  misunder- 
stand this.  A  good  secular  song  with  distinct  musical 
•and  literary  quality  helps.  A  sentimental  song,  also. 
For  example:  "vStar  Spangled  Banner,"  "Flag  of  the 
Free"  (Lohengrin),  "Old  Kentucky  Home,"  '\Sweet 
and  Low."  Young  people — all  people — like  these. 
They  relieve  the  service  of  stereotypism. 

5.  Avoid  poor  music,  poor  reading,  poor  praying, 
and,  generally,  the  visiting  clergyman. 

6.  Avoid  announcements,  unless  important. 

II.  Things  fo  be  Done. 

1.  Have  the  servdce  at  a  time  when  the  students 
can  attend  without  conflicting  interests;  that  is,  when 
the  mind  is  free.  We  have  our  service  at  12,  noon. 
All  recitations  are  done  for  the  forenoon.  Dinner 
will  not  be  ready  till  12.30.  In  my  judgment  this  is 
the  best  hour. 

2.  Have  a  pipe  organ  and  a  good  organist.  Our 
experience  is  that  it   pays. 

,^.  Punctuality,  snap,  purpose,  life,  solidity,  esthetic 
and  religious  merit  are  essential. 

4.  Have  compulsory  attendance  for  teachers  and 
students.  The  one  needs  it  as  much  as  the  other. 
The  example  of  the  teacher  is  very  potent. 
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3.  Have  the  man  conduct  the  service  who  can  do 
it  con  amore.  Alas  for  the  faculty  which  has  not 
one  or  more  such  men.  Have  the  music  in  the  hands 
of  a  musician,  the  reading  in  the  hands  of  a  reader, 
and  let  none  pray  except  the  one  who  can  pray. 

6.  Let   the   chapel   service   be   a   teacher,    a    model 
service — such  as  should  be  found  in  a  college.     Then 
compt:lsory  attendance  will  be  no  bugbear.

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A  LETTER  FROM  THE  PHILIPPINES. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by 
Earl  Murray,  a  graduate  of  the  Academy  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  in  the  class  of  '99.  Mr.  Murray  is  now 
a  teacher  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"The  people  of  Bohol  are  very  anxious  to  learn 
English.  The  students  of  the  Normal  ranged  in  age 
from  twelve  to  fifty,  and  came  from  all  parts  of  the 
island.  Many  boys  and  girls  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
years  old  came  from  twenty  to  fifty  miles  to  attend 
this  school.  Some  of  them  walked  all  the  way  over 
mountain  roads.  While  here  they  made  great  sacri- 
fices to  live.  They  are  as  a  rule  very  poor,  and  some 
of  them  lived  for  two  pesos  (one  dollar)  per  month. 
Their  food  consisted  of  rice,  mostly,  and  none  too  much 
of  that.  Few  people  of  our  own  race  would  make 
such  sacrifices  for  an  education. 

"I  was  never  treated  better  than  by  the  Filipinos 
here.  The  American  teacher  is  loved,  almost  wor- 
shiped, by  the  children.  The  Yankee  schoolmaster 
and  schoolmistress  have  conquered  the  Philippines 
more  thoroughly  than  armies  could  ever  conquer  them. 
In  three  years  the  American  teacher  has  done  more  to 
uplift  the  Filipinos  than  Spain  did  in  three  centuries. 
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"Throughout  the  PhiHppines  towns  and  cities  are 
begging  the  department  to  send  them  American  teach- 
ers. Governor  Borga,  of  this  province,  has  asked  for 
twenty  more.  The  people  know  that  their  ow^n  lan- 
guage is  worthless,  and  they  want  their  children  taught 
English.  They  are  just  as  anxious  to  study  other 
subjects. 

'Tn  the  face  of  these  facts  there  are  a  few  mis- 
guided souls  in  America  who  are  constantly  attacking 
the  Philippine  Educational  Department  from  the  plat- 
form and  through  the  press.  Such  gross  ignorance 
should  not  be  tolerated.  A  man  who  would  oppose 
education  in  the  Philippines  is  not  worthy  the  name 
of  man.  The  Philippine  schools  are  supported  entirely 
by  the  Philippine  government  of  the  islands,  and  cost 
the  people  of  the  United  States  nothing. 

"I  have  been  assigned  to  duty  as  instructor  in  math- 
ematics in  the  Tagbiloran  Secondary  School  till  I  am 
relieved  by  a  teacher  w^ho  is  taking  a  vacation  in  Amer- 
ica. He  will  return  about  September  ist,  and  then 
I  shall  be  Superintendent  of  Barris  Schools  for  the 
city  of  Tagbiloran.  I  shall  have  under  my  control 
nine  schools,  twenty-five  teachers  and  about  eleven 
hundred  pupils.  Earl  Murrav.

Dp]AR  Brethren  :  The  most  significant  change  in 
the  composition  of  your  Board  since  last  report  was 
occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  James  Martin, 
who,  since  the  beginning,  has  been  Secretary  of  the 
Board.  He  has  been  and  will  be  missed  in  many 
ways.  His  constancy,  his  devotion  to  the  College^ 
his  attention  to  the  details  of  his  office  work,  his 
hospitality  to  the  friends  of  the  institution,  his  over- 
sight of  the  property  interests  of  the  College,  and 
above  all  his  simplicity  and  Christian  kindness,  have 
made  an  indelible  impression  upon  the  welfare  of  the 
College.  He  died  at  his  home  in  Marshall,  March 
1 6,  1904,  at  the  age  of  yy. 

Rev.  Taylor  Bernard  has  been  at  work  for  a  year 
in  the  interests  of  the  College  and  has  been  a  faith- 
ful servant,  laboring  in  and  out  of  season  for  the 
good  of  the  cause.  His  plans  are  deep  laid  and  far 
reaching.  It  is  our  request  that  the  Synod  give  him 
opportunity    to    address    the    body    at    a    convenient 
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hour,  also  that  he  be  commended  to  the  confidence 
and  co-operation  of  all  the  Presbyteries,  churches 
and  members.  We  request  especially  that  the  min- 
isters give  him  cordial  recognition  for  his  work's 
sake. 

The  dormitory  for  young  preachers  is  now  on  a 
better  basis  than  heretofore.  It  has  been  without 
funds  for  maintenance,  repairs,  insurance,  and  so 
forth.  The  form  of  the  Birckhead  Bequest,  amount- 
ing in  round  numbers  to  $10,000,  enabled  the  Board 
to  give  suitable  permanent  recognition  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Birckhead,  and  to  carry  out  their  wishes  most 
efificiently,  by  setting  this  bequest  apart  for  mainte- 
nance of  the  dormitory  and  by  naming  it  the  Birck- 
head Dormitory.  This  w^ill  insure  an  income  of 
about  $600  a  year  for  maintaining  the  dormitory. 
The  building  is  heated  with  steam,  has  suitable  bath 
rooms  and  closets,  and  twenty-four  living  rooms  ac- 
commodating forty-eight  young  men.  They  are  re- 
quired to  provide  only  their  fuel,  light  and  bed  cloth- 
ing. A  few  laymen  are  admitted  who  pay  in  addi- 
tion a  small  fee  for  room  rent.  The  employment 
of  a  janitor  and  superintendent  has  added  much  to 
the  order  and  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

The  President,  WiUiam  H.  Black,  by  permission 
of  the  Board,  spent  the  past  summer  in  Europe,  this 
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hcini;'  his  first  vacation  since  1896.  Most  of  the 
time  he  was  engaged  in  profitable  study  bearing  on 
bis  work  at  the  College. 

The  attention  of  Synod  is  directed  to  a  very  seri- 
ous financial  problem  which  confronts  your  Board. 
\\lien  the  College  began  with  $100,000  endowment 
the  rate  of  interest  was  eight  per  cent,  making  an 
income  of  about  $8,000  a  year.  In  1893  it  was 
$7,899.19.  In  1894  it  was  $7,85434,  and  in  1895  it  was 
$7,976.82.  At  the  present  time  the  rate  of  interest 
is  so  much  lower  that  the  income  on  an  endowment 
of  $130,000  is  less  than  we  received  from  $100,000 
ten  years  ago.  In  1903,  the  income  was  $7,613.04; 
in  1904,  it  was  only  $6,706.  In  other  words,  with 
ci  third  more  endowment  our  income  from  that 
source  is  reduced  over  a  thousand  dollars^  If  it 
were  not  for  the  fact  that  the  attendance  is  increased 
and  the  income  from  tuition  larger,  we  should  have 
need  of  great  anxiety  with  reference  to  our  finances. 
The  income  of  the  literary  department  from  tuition 
and  matriculation  fees  in  1893  was  $3,818;  in  1894 
it  was  $3,447;  and  in  1895  it  was  $5,019.  Ten  years 
later,  in  1902  it  was  $6,334;  in  1903  it  was  $7,810; 
and  in  1904,  it  was  $6,828.  If  the  endowment  in- 
come kept  pace  with  the  tuition  income,  we  should 
])e  in  much  better  shape  for  supporting  the  advances 
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of  the  College.  The  faculty,  laboratories  and  library 
of  a  growing  institution  cannot  be  maintained  with- 
out a  growing  income.  The  most  careful  manage- 
ment of  the  most  skillful  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  (W.  T.  Baird,  J.  C.  Cobb,  and  George  Ward) 
cannot  make  the  endowment  produce  more  than  the 
current  rate  of  interest  will  allow.  The  endowment 
is  safely  invested  and  is  kept  busy  earning  interest ; 
but  under  present  circumstances  its  earning  capac- 
ity is  so  much  less  than  it  was  ten  years  ago,  that 
with  a  larger  endowment  we  have  a  thousand  dol- 
lars less  income  from  that  source.  These  facts  tell 
their  own  story,  and  tell  it  in  a  most  emphatic  way. 
We  must  have  more  endowment  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  high  standing  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  Miss  Abbie  Florence 
Williams,  A.M.,  resigned  the  Chair  of  English  Liter- 
ature on  account  of  a  death  in  the  family  which  made 
it  incumbent  on  her  to  remain  at  home.  We  have 
not  employed  anyone  to  take  her  place,  because  we 
were  afraid  of  an  indebtedness  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Thus  the  institution  is  crippled  in  one  of  its  most 
important  departments  for  lack  of  funds.  We  are 
firmly  resolved  not  to  get  in  debt.
